notice, signed by United States Treas- 
urer Nebeker, waa prepared at the 
Treasury Department and will be sent 
to the banks and ~bankers throughout 
the United States: ‘‘The coinage of 
Standard silver dollars authorized by 
the-act of February 28, 1878, has been 
discontinued by the act of July 14, 
1890. The Treasurer finds it incon- 
venient to furnish them otherwise 
than in the redemption of sil ver certifi- 
Cates or Treasufy notes, ‘but 
will forward silver. half dollars, 
quarter dollars on-djmes to any ad | 
dress free of. cost for transportation 
by express ih* sums of $2,000 or 
more or by.-registered mail, in pack- 
ages of $70 dollars in exchange for any 
other kind of money deposited in the 
Treasury or any Sub-Treasury or de- 
pository bank.

They have 
arrested about 300 Anarchists, Social- 
ists and other persons coming under 
the category of ‘“‘dangerous charac- 
ters.””

About noon there was a scene of 
great excitement in the vicinity of 
Rue Ferry. The cause of the tumult 
was a loud explosion, which broke the 
windows al! around the locality men- 
tioned. The streets were deserted at 
the time, and no budy was injured. 
No one seems able to explain the 
motive for the explosion, which, it is 
said, was caused by a bomb or dyna- 
mite cariridges. The dispatches re- 
ceived from the Provixces report a 
state of general! quiet. 


Bern, May 1.—The majority of 
the people here are either peacefully 
at work this ‘morning or are preparing 
for holiday making.

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PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 


Initial Step Taken By the Last 
Legislature to Increase the 
Limit. | 
NO, XXVIII. . 
Senate Concurrent Resolution rela- 
tive to amending the Constitution of 
the State of Nevada. 
Resolved by the Senate, the As- 
sembly concurring, That the Consti- 
tution of the State of Nevada be 
amended as follows: 


Amend Section 3 of Articie LX of 
the Constitution of the State of Ne- 
vada so as to read as follows: 

Section three. For the purpose of 
enabling the State to transact its bus- 
iness upon a cash basis, the State 
may contract public debts; but such 
debts shall never in the aggregate, ex- 
clusive oi interest, exceed the sum of 
one uiillion dollars, except for the 
purpose of defraying extraordinary ex~ 
penses as hereinafter mentioned, 
Every sach debt shall be authorized 
by law for some purpose or purposes 
to be distinctly = therein, and 
every such law shall provide for levy- 
ing an annual tax sufficient to pay the 
interest semi-annually, and the prin- 
cipa) within forty years from the pas- 
sage of such law, and shall specially 
appropriate the proceeds of said taxes 
to the payment of said principal and 
interest, and such appropriation shall 
not be repealed, nor the taxes post- 
poned or diminished until the princi- 
pal and interest of said debt shall 
have been wholly paid. Every con- 
tract of indebtedness entered into or 
assumed by or on behalf of the State, 
when all its debts and liabilities 
amount to said sum before mentioned, 
shall be void and of no effect, except 
in cases of money borrowed to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection, de- 
fend the State in time o/ war, or if 
hostilities be threatened, provide for 
the public defense, 


KANSAS’ ALLIANCE ECONOMY. 


Retrenchments Made Right and 
Left by Them. 
The Alliance Legislature of Kansas 
has. not passed temporarily out of 
view without leaving its mark upon 
the affairs of the State.

LONGEVITY AND GENIUS. 


The Solid Fame of Many Rests on Their 
Work in Later Years. | 

Great as. have been some men who 

died young, begins a writer in the At- 


lantic Monthly, who knows how much 


greater they would have been had their 


lives been prolonged? Might not Marlowe 


have rivaled Shakespeare? Yet possibly 
Byron had already given us his best, and 
Shelly and Keats might not have sur- 
passed their early efforts. 

Had the author of “Festus” died at 
twenty-three there would have been 
lamentation as over Keats, but Bailey 
has lived half a century longer without 
producing a second poem. Tasso, 
though he lived twenty years after 
‘Jerusalem Delivered” was written 
never equaled that epic written at thir- 
ty-one. 

Still, there are men whose longevity 
has certainly stood for much. 
Angelo showed astonishing precocity, 
but he owes to his eighty-nine years his 
great renown as painter, sculptor and 
sonneteer. Voltaire’s fame, again, rests 
on the entirety of his writings, not on 
any single work, and on the literary dic- 
tatorship with which age invested him. 


Cut off twenty years of his life, and his | 
fame would perceptibly shrink. Goethe, | 


Emerson, Carlyle, Longfellow, Tenny- 
son, Hugo, Dumas, all bad the advan- 
tage of the fullness of years, so as to be 
judged by bulk 48 well as quality. Hum- 
boldt, too, owed to his ninety years a 
portion of his reputation. 

The true comparison would obviously 
be between works produced at the same 
age, or between men dying at about the 
same age, but it is much easier to test 
achievementthancapacity.
